VIII World Individual Chess Championship for the Deaf held on campus

The VIII World Individual Chess 
Championship for the Deaf, held at 
Gallaudet May 27 to June 9, was won 
by a Yugoslavian man on the final day 
of the tournament. J. Kerec won the 
championship over nine other players 
from nine countries. 

Kerec emerged victorious when he 
played the United States’ entrant, 
Russell Chauvenet of Silver Spring, 
MD, to a draw in the final round. 
Kerec and Chauvenet had 71/2 and 61/2 
points respectively as they entered the 
final round. A win by Chauvenet 
would have tied him with Kerec. The 
championship would then have been 
decided by the tie-breaking rule for- 
mula of the International Committee on 
Silent Chess and Chauvenet would 
have been declared the winner. 

After the 22nd move, both players 
still had several major pieces on the 
board. It appeared evident to the two 
experienced players that it would be 
fruitless to continue past that point and 
Chauvenet took second place. 

The tournament marked the first 


time the chess championship was held 
outside Europe. The National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf—Committee on Silent 
Chess hosted the event. Emil Ladner, 
a 1935 graduate of Gallaudet now 
residing in California, served as chair- 
man for the tournament. More than 40 
delegates, officials, players and visitors 
arrived on campus for the tournament. 


On days when chess matches were not 
scheduled, tours of Washington, D.C. 
and Luray Caverns were given. 

A banquet attended by approximate- 
ly 80 persons was held Saturday, June 
9 at “Ole Jim.” Following dinner, 
trophies and awards were presented. 

In addition to winning the first place 
trophy, Kerec also received two other
